HEN we have the patient who 
minimizes all his troubles, 
tries to make the physician tnink 
hc is not as sick as he is and 
that he needs no attention. These 
two patients need very diffement 
types of physicians. Some peo- 
ple seem to enjoy poor health, 
ana perhaps the doctor for them 
is the one who agrees with them, 
caters to their whims. and gives 
them what they want and crave, 
sympathy. : 

HEN a patient asks me how 
he may recognize a good 
physician in his new residence, 
I advise them in the way I con- 
sider, from my knowledge of the 
patient, what he requires. I often 
say, “Investigate a physician in 
the same way you would if you 
were buying a new car or a new 
home. Examine for defects and 
good points. Do not zgei the doc- 
tor who is too popular in your 
ehurch, lodge, politics and such. 
Choose one who seems to have a 
reasonable amount of work, who 
is of good moral character, 15 
respected by the older residents 
of your neighborhood.” 


HEN you go to see him or 
call him to your house, if 
he comes in with a doleful look 
and commences to tell you how 
badly you look, and tells you how 
he is overworked and that all 
things are going to the dogs, get 
rid of him as soon as you Can. 
If he comes in a great hurry, 
glances at you and tells you that 
he undestands all about you and 
that he will have you out in a 
jiffy, and commences to tell you 
how your acquaintance Mrs. So 
and So. is sick and that he will 
soon have her out, get another 
doctor. 
I HE comes in with a pleasant 
“good morning” and sits down 
and asks you to tell him all you 
know of your condition, whether 
yau have suffered this trouble 
before and what has been yow 
previous state of health, and 
after finding out all you and your 
family can tell him, he makes a 
careful physical examination 
and finally turns and says, “You 
have such and such a condition, 
with a little care and rest you 
need not have any anxiety but 
will recover shortly,” or says, “I 
am not able to determine just 
what the nature of your trouble 
is, but will return later and see 
if we cannot get at the nature 
of this trouble,’ hold on to this 
physician. He has your welfare 
at heart, he is not thinking of 
himself or what impression he is 
making. He is thinking of your 
physical welfare and nothing 
else.

Along with the proper care of

SUMMER COOKS 
USE BROILERS 


By JUDITH WILSON 
USY homcemakers—and there 
are awzew of them who mut 
Prepare two or three hot meals 
a@ day even in midsummer will 
find that their broiline ovens are 
their best triends. ‘This method 
of cooking meats und mais 


other foods is economicel and 
ccenvenient. There is less shrink- 
ege when food is prepared th's 
way; the cooking time is less- 
ened; the flavor of the food vs 
superior to the flavor of .the 
same food cocked in cther was 
and best of all vou vun prepare 
2 meal without having you 
hitenen over-heated 
Broiling Food 

In broiling meats, fisn ov vere- 
tebles, th@ best results are ou- 
tained if the barners of the 
broiler are lighted for ten min- 
utes before tive food is put on 
the rack to cook. Use a piece of 
bacon or bacon rind and rub the 
hot rack to prevent the food 
from. sticking. then slp under 
the broiler and sear both su:- 
faces of the food quickly so that 
the rich, natural juices will not 
escape. 

After the searing, the heat 
may be reduced and the food 
turned frequently until it is 
cooked sufficiently for your 
tastes. Always keep the door of 
the broiler closed while the food 
is cooking to retain the heat and 
to keep unpleasant odors from 
escaping into your kitchen. 
Seven minutes for fisn fillets and 
parboited vegetables or toma- 
toes to twenty minutes for a 
fairly well done cut cf steak alc 
the usual broiling times. 

Lamb or Veal Chops 

Lamb chops are one standby 
of the busy cook since they re- 
quire so little time for cooking. 
Lamb or veal kidneys, small 
sausages and very thin little 
steaks are also favorites. Since 
the weather is so uncomfort- 
ably hot it is always safe to be- 
gin the meal with a well chilled 
fruit cap or tomato juice cock- 
tail or what is newer a jellied 
soup. 

Canned Vegetables 

For the hurry-up meal cannec 
peas, beans of asparagus tip 
may be prepared and served in- 
stead of the fresh vegetables, al- 
though fresh vegetables requir 
brief couking periods once they 
have been prepared. Crisp, salty, 
appetite -teasing potato chips 
should be kept on hand for hur-

Pui China’s Outcast 
Emperor... Italo Balbo, 
Haly’s Lucky Boy 


pes, the last emperor of the 

Celestial Empire and now Ja- 
Pan's puppet ruler in conquered 
Manchuria. Pu-Yi was the tenth 
Manchu emperor to sit on the 
Dragon Throne of the Ching 
Dynasty, which ruled ‘China for 
368 years. 

The Menchu race seems little 
known cr understood by the 
Western world. Very few people 
know the difference between the 
Manchu and the Chinese races. 
The Manchu people originally 
came from the White Mountains 
near the Sungari river in Man- 
churia, along the border of 
Siberia ard up to the time of 
their coming into China in 1644, 
Manchuria and China were sép- 
urate countries. The Marchus 
were mighty hunters and great 
fighters. living fot the most part 
an outdoor life. They were great 
of stature, light of skin, very 
fierce and strong, and were 
known to the world as Tartars 
or Manehu Tartars. They had an 
ernnire of their own and the first 
cmperor of the Manchu Dynasty 
in ‘China, Shen-Chih, was the 

31 Of .th2 emperor of Man- 
chyria. By a strange coingidence, 
Suen-Chih was six-years old 
when he was placed on the 
Dragon Throne of China, and 
Fu-Yi, the last empercer, was not 
quite three years old when he 
ascended the throne. The dy- 
rasty began and ended with a 
voby emperor. 

He was destined to be one of 
the most famous rulers in the 
world. But when a Republican 
Covernment told him he was 
thiough, he said: : 

“I have never tried to inter- 
fere with the Repuvlican form 
ef government. I kept no army. 
Icid not want to fight. I wanted 
pecce for China. I said to the 
soldiers, “Here is China, I gladly 
ebdicate my phantom of author- 
itv. I give my people to you. May 
there always be peace.”

NE of the most colorful men 
in the Italian Fascist regime 
is General Italo Balbo, Minister 
of Acronauties, transatlantic 
flyer, uuthor, journalist ‘and 
statesman. He was a Fascist .or- 
panizer ond one of Mussolini’s 
quadrumvi.s if tne march on 
Rone. ° 

AS everyone 


knows. General 
Ealbo was the leader of the 
squadron of twenty-four sea- 
planes which started on a flight 
from Italy ta the Chicago Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition. 

During the World War, Gen- 
eral Balbo served with the Al- 
vine Corps and won several 
medals for his valor. He was 
With D’Annunzio on his expedi- 
tion to Fiume in September, 
1919, later returning to his na~ 
tive Ferrara to enroll in the new 
Fascist movement. When the 
Fascist started their “squadrism” 
or violent action, he became one 
of the commanding generals and 
neaded innumerable — raids 
against Communists and Social- 
ists, one of which brought a re- 
pereussion in his career, even 
after Fascism assumed _ power. 

Mussolini, in assuming the 
premiership, made him com- 
mander-in-chief of the Fascist 
Militia. In the meantime, a 
priest, Father Don Minzoni, who 
had been beaten up in Ferrara, 
as the leader of an intransigeant 
Catholic Party, died and a storm 
-of public protest called the per- 
petrators to trial in 1923. Gen- 
eral Baloo figured as one of the 
Ferrara campaign directors in 
the trial and a letter was pro- 
cuced in court, in Balbo’s hand- 
writing, showing that he had in- 
structed his followers to carry 
the fight to the limit against all 
adversaries. 

Balbo was forced to resign as 
Commander-in-chief of the Fa- 
cist militia and the Duce ac- 
cepted the resignation. 

His penance was not for Jong, 
the Duce recalled him to Rome 
in October, 1925, as Under-Secre- 
tary for National Economy. This 
was sufficient for the time being, 
but he had his eyes glued on 
aviation and one year lafer he 
to make 
him Under-Secretary for Air. - 

Then he learned to fly and 
soon became so expert that 
Mussolini entrusted the piloting 
of his own craft to Balbo. There- 
upon, Baibo set about to lead 
Italy’s planes, not from the 
ground, but from the air. 

General Balbo may truly be 
Cubbed “the fair-haired boy of 
the Duce.” Of the younger men 
in the Fascist regime, he is the 
only one to hold on to a high 
. position. 

That Balbo isa “white-haired” 
boy is easily attested to by the 
obscurity: to which other and 
more famous Italian aviators 
have been forced. Two of these 
are De Pinedo and De Bernardi. 
Balbo believcs both of these aces 
of the air are “too cocky’ and 
expect too many favors in their 
military duties.” 0, De Pinedo 
has been practically exiled to 
Buenos Aires and De Bernardi 
assigned a place in Civil aviation.
